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Vic Fernandez Comments 


| know that our supporters are no different 
from other soccer fans throughout the world — 
they ail like to see exciting football. And that 
usually means attacking football. In the week 
before our match against West Adelaide, that is 
what we prepared ourselves to do. From the first 
minute of the match, we were going forward and 
launching attack after attack. Obviously we had 
our problems, We made some silly mistakes in 
the defence. Nevertheless, when you play attack- 
ing soccer — and | don't care which team it is — 
that is the price that you have to pay. Attack ing 
soccer means that you will see a result, be it 6-3 
or 5-4. If we had not made those errors in our de- 
fence we probably would have finished up win- 
ning that match 6-2. 

There were good reasons for our defence 
having problems. Don’t forget, Mick Mitovanovic 
has been playing as a sweeper with Roy Stark as 
the stopper. Mick had to adapt himself to piaying 
as a stopper and that is a completely different 
game. Robert O'Shea had to play a sweeper or 
libero role. So, during the game we had these 
misunderstandings. Mick was free when he was 
supposed to be picking a man up. Bobby was 
doing his job, to be free, and sweeping behind 
him. We got caught up a few times. But the proof 
of what | am saying was to be found in the match 
against Sydney City. Mick adapted better to his 
role and he was completely on top of the Syd-ey 
City attack, He marked his man and really gave 
those Slickers heaps. Bobby was a solid suppor 
er to him and launched into several good attacks 
It takes a bit of time for a player to make o 


change in position. | know that Mick will do ex- 
ceptionally well the job that | have assigned him. 

That game against West Adelaide saw that 
cracker of a goal by Bobby O’Shea. Bas Giam- 
paolo showed his skills again to put the first one 
away and Walter Valeri, despite his injury at 
training earlier in the week, was quickly onto the 
scoring sheet with that first goal and later with 
the penalty when he was brought down. Against 
Sydney City, | am sure he merited another penal- 
ty when he was cruelly chopped, but there wasn‘t 
even a free kick for what happened. ‘ 

If the win against West Adelaide was welcome;

was. But it did not come unexpectedly to me. | 
had a good feeling about that match all week. 
The build up from the first training on Tuesday 
of last week eliminated al] thoughts but success 
in that game. We really soaked ourselves into it. 

The terrific feeling 
that | had told me that nothing would go wrong. 
1 did not know whether we would win or draw, 
but | knew the team was going to perform 100 per 
cent because the concentration during the week 
was really excellent. 

We took our time in the first few minutes to 
settle down. But there was a good reason. Before 
the match, we didn’t know who was going to 
play where. Would Kenny Boden be on the right 
wing, in the midfield, up front in the centre — 
where? Would Stevenson or Souness be in the 
midfield? Was Watson going to-play? Would Hil- 
ton Silva be chanced or would Eddie Thomson 
come on? So the first 10 or 15 minutes was like 
the first round in a boxing match. Once we saw 
where they all were, we got ourselves organised 
and started marking the players. And also we 
really started to press forward. We didn't just 
kick and run; we built up and we got on top tre- 
mendously well. Don MacLaren and Walter Valeri 
had excellent shots. Don had one of his best games 
and Walter performed as | have expected him to 
do. In fact, how could you award three points to 
any one of them, above the other?. They all 
played so well. 

Richard Wilson was a master in his area. 
Danny and Harry had some good runs and, al- 
though Harry did not do a!l | would have wanted 
of him, Danny was solid, Duncan Cole continues 
to grow in stature every game. What an asset to 
New Zealand he will be. John O'Shea is finding 
the task of captain more and more to his liking. 
It takes a while to settle into such a position as 
well as consolidate yourself in a new team, but 
he is doing the job and is steady and reliable in 
all that he does. Terry Byrne was all over the 
tield. Realy he did so much work — in the for- 
wards and then back through the midfield. That 
he scored his goal from Walter’s header was testi- 
mony to his good positional play. It was no re- 


flection on either Terry or Donald when | put 
Isaac Farrell and Tony Brennan on for them. 
Tony played excellently and |saac showed 
glimpses of the form that we all’ know he is 
capable of, : : 

Of course, in those two matches we played 
what some people like to call the 4-4-2 formation. 
But really it is the total football concept. You 
will see Sebastian chasing the opposition’s full- 
back if he is overlapping. Or, when we attack, 
you will see Harry Williams or Robert O’Shea 
overlapping, with the other guys falling back to 
be there just in case. Danny is doing the same and 
Mick is up there helping. You will notice Walter 
trying to stop the sweeper or stopper from the 
opponent’s team coming through the middle. 
That is the way it goes. You don’t get much 
room and you have to work hard. To suggest we 
have only one formation is wrong. You will see 
so many formations in the course of a game. | 
believe in flexible football. And the secret in- 
gredient in that recipe is good old fashioned 
common sense. If we need it, | want to see us 
playing 4-3-3 and if there is the chance in the 
next minute if we have possession, 2-2-6 will be 
the order of the day. 

Today's match against Blacktown City will be 
a jot harder than many people believe. Our oppo- 
sition. will be full of fight and the will to win. 
They will be hungry for points. They will want to 
get away from the bottom area of the table. But 
experience at PSL level comes hard. The Black-

And of 
course; our faithful supporters were at the ground 
to cheer us on and even waited (with a little help 
from Steve Doszpot) to cheer us to the bus on 
the way to the airport. We really appreciated the 
support. After the match, Brian Curran from the 
Sydney Morning. Herald came to me and among 
other things asked: ‘Do you think you can win 
the championship?’ ‘Hang on there’, | cried, 
‘We are not thinking where we will be at the end 
of the season. We are taking it step by step. We 
will see where we are at the end of the season. 
There is still a lot of blending to be done with the 
team. That job takes a lot longer than anybody 
seems to think.’ But | was able to tell Brian, as | 
will tell any of you, that we are steadily putting 
our game together. We are on the way. We have 
the boys to do the task. | am sure that, at season’s 
end, you, with me, will be very proud of their 
performance.

The E.S. Marks Field in Sydney is like a mini- 
Bruce Stadium — without the obvious signs of 
government involvement. it is highly functional 
and a good venue for watching soccer. The fans 
arrive at the last minute but, on a day like last 
Sunday, I'd want to spend as many moments as 
possible enjoying the many delights of Sydney. 
Probably those of us on the supporters bus would 
have done just that, but for the comfort stops 
that were demanded on the trip down by some of 
the fairer sex — but | promised George Peat, 
Terry Byrne and Duncan Cole, among others, not 
to discourse on the irregular pressing problems of 
their jadies. And, anyway, those of us who had 
sat up and been disappointed by a fairly ordinary 
FA Cup performance — made even worse by that 
totally misnamed beast, the professional foul on 
young Paul Allen — were probably not assensitive 
to the fair damseis pleas (gee, | just managed to 
get that word right!). 

But more important things were happening at 
the E.S. Marks Field. The Slickers Steve O'Connor 
received a presentation and the unstinted applause 
of the crowd on his 100th first team full league 
appearance for Sydney City. That is a good 
record by anyone’s standards and we add our 
congratulations to him. But the boys in blue and 
gold were on the pitch. We knew who was play- 
ing in our team and, when | mentioned to one 
official that Vic planned a 4-24 formation, he 
shook his head in disbelief and said: ‘Against the 
Slickers, you will be carved in two, or three or 
four’.

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Today for those who are statistically 
minded, there are no comparisons to be 
made with past performances. This is the 
first appearance by Blacktown City at Bruce 
Stadium in the PSL and from today the 
first entry of a result between our two 
teams will be recorded. 

Blacktown can proudly point to an hon- 
our it shares with the mighty Marconi- 
Fairfield. Each team has progressed to the 
Philips League competition from humble 
beginnings in the sixth division in New 
South Wales. The record of Marconi is an 
enviable one and Blacktown will not take 
unkindly the suggestion that it has a long 
way to go before it can boast antecedents 
akin to Marconi’s. But until that day, the 
record for Blacktown makes surprising 
reading. 

In 1953, the Toongabbie and District 
Soccer Club was formed. The name was 
changed in July 1979 to Blacktown City. 
In 1971, Toongabbie was admitted as an 
associate of the New South Wales Soccer 
Federation. In 1973, it gained promotion 
to the Second Division Inter-suburban 
competition and that year was the premier 
team in that Division. The next year saw it 
promoted to First Division Inter-suburban 
status. And would you believe it — again, it 
was the premier. So, came 1975 and with 
it promotion to the Third Division compe- 
tition. It would ruin a good story to say 
other than the club was premier in that 
division too. And it was! 

Toongabbie gained promotion in 1976 
to the Second Division but there. its prem- 
jership winning trot concluded. However, 
in 1977 it was runner up in that competition 
and in 1978 took its place in the State 
League. As we mentioned it is only the 
second club in the history of New South 
Wales to go right through the ranks. 

Blacktown was elected last year to the 
PSL when Sydney Olympic became the 
first of the original clubs in the competition 
to suffer relegation. Reams have been writ- 
ten as to the machinations behind that 
move. Our purpose is not to enter the con- 


troversy. In fact; football politics all too 
frequently are the stumbling block of so 
many bumbling amateurs who are played 
by the hard-nosed soccer professionals as 
their suckers in the promotion of unwin- 
nable and unpopular causes. Suffice it to 
say, the challenge of its promotion has 
been accepted by Blacktown with a zeal 
and a purpose that will be an example to 
other teams which make the big jump — 
that is, if the competition doesn’t become 
a 16 team one next year, as | suspect it will. 

Biacktown‘s record for the season cur- 
rently finds it placed third last on the table 
with two wins, two draws and six losses. 
Below it are St. George and Brisbane City, 
the latter with only one win and two draws 
fram its ten matches. Last weekend, Black- 
town scored a morale boosting win over 
Brisbane City 3-1. The previous week it 
drew nil all with sister Sydney club, 
Leichhardt, the team against which we will 
play in Sydney next Sunday. Perhaps a line 
can be drawn from today’s result on what 
might happen then. But such predicting, 
as Nostradamus will tell you, is more 
unreliable than his pick-‘em-out-of-the-hat 
technique. In rounds eight and seven, Black- 
town suffered two defeats. Brisbane Lions 
scored a 1-0 victory while Sydney City 
held Blacktown to a 3-1 result. Round six 
saw another loss, this time to West Adelaide 
4-2, which followed the previous week's 
defeat by South Melbourne 3-0. Heidel- 
berg United inflicted a nasty 5-1 defeat in 
round 4 while in round three Newcastle 
KB United could scramble only to a draw 
with our visitors today. 

The opening rounds of the competition 
saw vastly different results. In a dream 
opening, with Bobby Charlton lending the 
considerable wealth of his experience to 
the newcomers, Blacktown City defeated 
St. George 4-2. This was heralded as a sur- 
prise result and must have given the fans an 
elation that Knew no bounds. But the result 
reflected the local enthusiasm and commun- 
ity involvement that got the PSL team off’ 
the ground. It reflected the soccer acumen 


of coach Mick Jones who working within 
the limits of a tight budget blended youth 
and experience into a unit that probably 
exceeded his expectations on that day. 

The following week saw a result that no 
team would welcome, let alone aside which 
was just venturing into new and uncharter- 
ed waters. The mighty Marconi dealt Black- 
town a record PSL. defeat — 9-0. The hum- 
iliation was described by Jones as the result 
of overconfidence following the defeat of 
St. George. But many clubs long in soccer 
experience have suffered at the hands of 
the Marconi magicmakers. ' 

A glance through the team list reveals 
the astuteness of Mick Jones’ team assembly. 
Bruce James, Michael Harris and Peter 
Freeman ‘are the goalkeepers and are res- 
pectively: 21 and a local product, 18 and a 
New South Wales Representative In under 
12 to under 19, and 26 and a second divi- 
sion rep. George Harris at 30 years is the 
oldest team member with 48 Australian 
caps as well as New South Wales represent 
ative matches to his credit. He comes from 
St. George and probably will renew happy 
days with Vic Fernandez after today’s 
match. We last saw Warren Turnbull here 
with Apia-Leichhardt and he has repped 
for NSW too. Stuart Selvage, recently trans- 
ferred from Marconi, will add great depth 

to the defensive structure of the team and 
joins Cliff Pointer from Manly. Brian 
O'Donnell is another important recent 
acquisition and joins Ricci Hormazabal, a 
Chilean international as is Carlos Ortega

Adding 
further experience to the side is Bruce 
Stowell, a 25 year old sweeper from Brad- 
ford and Rotherham. 

Blacktown today continues on the quest 
for a good performance rating for the 1980 
season. Club officials believe that they have 
the team to finish in the middle of the 
table and that for any newly promoted 
club is good work indeed. One official 
commented that Blacktown has an.advant- 
age today over other PSL clubs which have 
taken on Canberra City — it knows of the 
capabilities and playing skills of Sebastian 
Giampaolo and Walter Valeri. They know 
what to expect. Vic Fernandez wryly re- 
joined that while that is so, Blacktown 
doesn’t know what the skills are of the 
other 9 boys who will take the pitch. Be 
that as it may, the scene is set for an inter- 
esting and hopefully an exciting clash. 
Good luck, Blacktown City, in. the weeks 
to come. Whatever fortunes await you, 
know that you have the wholehearted 
support of many people who wish only to 
see you succeed and become another vital 
cog-in the PSL wheel.

In this the 100th year of soccer in Aus- 
tralia it is obvious to those involved with 
soccer in Canberra that it is the premier 
code for both seniors and juniors in Aus- 
tralia. 

With 4130 boys playing soccer and 
registered with the ACTSF Junior League 
in 318 teams from ages under 7 to under 
17, soccer is obviously the growing sport 
of the eighties. 

Under the control and guidance of a 
management committee consisting of rep- 
resentatives from each junior club, those 
318 teams from 17 junior clubs com- 
menced playing soccer on Saturday, 12 
April. In the four months of the season 
soccer will hold sway in Canberra. The 17 
clubs range from Belconnen to Cooma, and 
in size from Croatia Deakin — newly elected 
to the Junior League — with three teams in 
its first year, to Belconnen, possibly the 
largest Junior Soccer club in Australia with 
103 junior teams on its books. It is now a 
recognised fact that if Senior Soccer with- 
in Australia is to rid itself of import play- 
ers, it is necessary to have a training ground 
for senior players through junior: ranks. 
This point has been of utmost importance 
tO soccer administrators within the ACT 
and it is heartening to know that those 
clubs in the Senior divisions of the Football 
League which regularly succeed actively 
support junior clubs within the ACT. Such 
clubs as Downer Olympic, Monaro, Kam- 
dah, Weston, Concordia Phillip, Canberra 
Norths, West Woden Juventus and Croatia 
Deakin have over the years reaped the 
benefits of locally produced Junior players. 

This year in an innovation for Junior 
Soccer it has been decided that the under 
16 league become an under 17 league on 
the lines of the Football League’s colts 
competition of last year. After the first 
round the teams within the competition 
are graded into two sections ‘A’ and ‘B’ 
with the top five teams into the first group 
and the lower teams going into the lower 
‘B’ group. Once the first round is complete, 
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those teams in ‘A’ and ‘B’ play off amongst 
themselves for the title, an innovation that, 
it is hoped, will make the rounds for these 
boys more competitive and satisfying. 
Along with the start of the Junior Soccer 
season, the Junior League is actively in- 
volved in the preparation of ACT represent- 
ative teams for Australian national titles for 
age groups under 14, under 15 and under 
16. This year the Australian Capital Terri- 
tory is the host to two-championships, the 
under 14 Coca Cola Bottlers Championship ! 
and the under 19 National Youth Titles (the 
forerunner to the 1981 World Youth Cup 
being held in Australia). Both titles are 
being played at the Bruce Stadium with the 
under 14 championships the responsibility | 
of the Junior League. 
The Under 14 Championships are being 
held from Saturday August 23 to Sunday 
August 31 inclusive, with NSW, Northern 
NSW, Victoria, Tasmania, West Australia, 
Queensland, South Australia, the Northern 
Territory and the ACT represented. Train- 
ing for these championships is under the 
guidance of Laurie Jock‘ Coulter and man- 
ager Andy Riggans. The importance 
attached to these championships is real in 
the minds of the boys who have been trial- 
ling for a place in the squad. Sixty boys 
have given up every Sunday morning for 
the past 8 weeks to train for the squad. 
With the aid and assistance of Canberra 
City, the squad is now training at Bruce 
Stadium every Sunday morning until 12 
midday until the start of the championships. 
The under 15 representative team squad 
is training at Rivett Oval every Sunday from 
9 o’clock to 12 midday under the guidance 
of Stuart Devlin and Neville Young in prep- 
aration for those championships which this 
year are being held in Melbourne, from 
Saturday August 23 to Sunday 31. With |
